Being an only child of
loviog parenis, he was minpislered
o with greatest care by those who
held him dearer thap life, and was
ever kept near theirside. Thus he
anight have chosen for himself an
-wnsy, dependent life—but hescorn-
ed such a thovght, and euntered
boldly aopoo the field of action,
chosging rather to minister than to
the ministered to.

‘On May 1, 1901, he was uniled
in marrisgeto Martha Hixson, a
<harming young woman of this val-
ley, and together they began to
‘build for themselves an ideal home,
where love should reign.
